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REPORT  OF  TOWN  AUDITORS 


All  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Officers  were  examined.  The 
Selectmen's  Payment  Journal  entries  were  checked  with  the  vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks.  Each  voucher  had  an  attached  Invoice,  time 
sheet  or  other  supporting  evidence.  The  selectmen  account  shows 
that  they  still  have  $25.00  more  to  turn  over  to  the  treasurer  from 
Income  they  have  received. 

The  treasurer's  accounts  were  checked  and  the  cash  book  balance 
reconciled  with  the  bank  balance. 

The  Town  Clerk's  accounts  and  Firemen's  Treasurer's  books  were 
checked  and  verified.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is 
controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the 
New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire 
out-of-doors  when  the  around  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a 
written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to 
be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire  then  he 
mjst  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor  fires  can  be 
kindled  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the 
ad  itional  approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two 
decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became 
so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands 
closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap 
Counties  and  a  complete  woodsland  closure  in  Strafford  and 
Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton  and 
Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the 
citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occurred  at  any  time  during 
the  year.
